TOWN OF LANDAFF 


TOWN MEETING WARRANT 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Landaff, in the County of Grafton, and the 
State of New Hampshire, qualified to vote on Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said LANDAFF on 
Tuesday, the 12th day of March 1996, the polls to be open from 4:00 p.m. to 8:00 p.m. and 
at 7:00 o’clock in the evening, to act upon the following Articles: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


ARTICLE 2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray Town charges 
for the ensuing year and make appropriations for the same. 

(Recommended Motion: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of $170,180.00 
to defray Town expenses for the ensuing year.) (Recommended by the Selectmen) 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $854.00 
for the North Country Home Health Agency. (By request) 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $472.00 
for the White Mountain Mental Health Agency. (By request) 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $325.00 
for the Community Action Program. (By request) 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $250.00 
for the Lisbon Library. (By request) 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $140.00 
for the American Red Cross. (By request) 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000.00 
for the Ross Ambulance Service. (By request) 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $261.38 
for the North Country Council. (By request) 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $210.00 
for the Hospice of the Littleton Area. (By request) 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000.00 
to be added to the Highway Equipment Reserve Fund. (Recommended by Selectmen) 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$10,000.00 for a revaluation of the Town of Landaff. (The sum of $20,000 will be needed for 
the revaluation.) It is the Selectmen’s desire to raise this over the course of 2 years. This is 
the 2nd years appropriation. This article will be non-lapsing for a period of five (5) years or 
until revaluation is completed, whichever is shorter. (Recommended by Selectmen) 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the Town Garage Reserve 
Fund. The Fund is no longer needed. Said funds, with accumulated interest to date of 
withdrawal, are to be deposited into the Fire Department Equipment Reserve Fund. (Majority 
vote required. Recommended by Selectmen) 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,030.00 
for a fire proof filing cabinet. This price includes shipping. (Recommended by Selectmen) 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $3,500.00 
to create new office space downstairs in the Town Hall. (Recommended by the Selectmen) 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town shall adopt the provisions of RSA 31:95-C to restrict 
15% of the revenues from the landfill recycling operation, Landaff’s share, to expenditures for 
the purpose of landfill closure and costs associated with the operation of the landfill recycling 
program. Such revenues and expenditures shall be accounted for in a special revenue fund to 
be known as the Landfill Closure Special Revenue Fund, separate from the general fund. Any 
surplus in said fund shall not be deemed part of the general fund accumulated surplus. These 
funds shall be expended only for the purchase of garbage bags, or for expenditures related to 
the closure of the dump by the selectmen. Any other use of funds shall only be done by a vote 
of the legislative body. (Recommended by Selectmen - Majority Ballot Vote ) 


ARTICLE 17. To see what the Town would like to do with the Town property located in 
Jericho, Map 10 Lot 30. Possible ideas to include but not limited to the following: 
1. Sell the property; 
2. Keep the property as is; 
3. Have the Conservation Committee recommend to the Selectmen plans to 
utilize the property and give the Selectmen permission to carry out the 
Conservation Committees recommendations. 


The following Articles (18, 19, 20, 21), are from the Planning Board, recommended as Zoning 
Regulation Amendments. These Articles are recommended by the Planning Board. Voting 
is by paper ballot with no discussion at the Town Meeting. 


ARTICLE 18. Home Occupation defined: 
Amend Article 3, Section 302 by adding the following: An occupation or 
profession which is customarily carried on in a dwelling or in a building or 
other structure accessory to a dwelling; carried on by a member of the family 
residing in the dwelling and not more than two outside employees; incidental 
and secondary to the dwelling for residential purposes; causes no obvious 
commercial interruption of the residential appearance of the area. 
(Recommended by the Planning Board. Vote by ballot.) 


ARTICLE 19. Land application of biosolids. 
Amend Article 6, section 602 by adding the following: Land application 
of biosolids, provided it meets the standards in the publication “Best 
Management Practices For Biosolids,” UNH Extension Service, as amended. 
Amend Article 3, Section 302 by adding the following: Biosolids. Solid or 
semi-solid residue generated during the treatment of domestic sewage in a 
municipal treatment works. 
(Recommended by the Planning Board - Vote by ballot.) 


ARTICLE 20. Building setback from surface waters. 
Amend Article 10 by adding the following: 
Section 1005. Building setbacks for surface waters. All buildings shall be 
setback a minimum of 50 feet from the normal high-water of the following 
(Recommended by the Planning Board - Vote by ballot.) 
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ARTICLE 21. Administration and Enforcement. 
Amend Article 12, Section 1201 to read as follows: 
Section 1201. Administration and Enforcement 
It shall be the duty of the Zoning Officer to administer this ordinance. It shall 
be the duty of the Selectmen to enforce the provisions of this ordinance. 
The Board of Selectmen may delegate its enforcement authority as desired. 
Amend Article 12, Section 1206 to read as follows: 
Any person who violates any provision of this Ordinance may be issued a 
Cease and Desist Order by the Zoning Officer. Violators may also be fined not 
more than $100.00 per day for each day after the date on which the violator 
receives such Order, as provided in RSA: 676. 
(Recommended by Planning Board. Vote by ballot.) 


ARTICLE 22. To transact any other business that may legally come before this meeting.

In calendar year 1995, our three (3) leading causes of fires were Children, Non-Permit fires 
not properly extinguished and Smoking Materials. 

Violations of RSA 224:27 II, the fire permit law and the other burning laws of the State of 
New Hampshire, are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to $2,000 and/or a year in jail. 
Violators are also liable for all fire suppression costs. 

To Aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest Fire Officials, contact your 
local Warden or Fire Department to find out if a permit is required. This also helps to prevent 
unnecessary response to a controlled burn.

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LANDAFF SCHOOL BOARD REPORT 


Another year has come and gone, a year of change in your school system. These 
changes have not been without some anxiety for the Board members. The year saw 
us reducing the number of grades we teach at Blue School, including reducing the 
number of teachers we employee. It saw us including kindergarten in our educational 
program for the first time. It has also’been an explosive year in the increasing 
number of students in our town. 


Last March we decided to reduce the number of grades at our school from six to three 
plus kindergarten. This created budgeting problems as we had to make some 
calculated guesses on many expenditures not knowing the impact of kindergarten or 
the extra tuition students to Lisbon. We allowed for one extra student. This was not 
enough. The year has seen us gain ten students, have three leave, for a net gain of 
seven students (six of these are tuition students). 


Needless to say, this was not planned for. We have had to include an article in the 
warrant to give the school district a deficit appropriation to cover the expenses of 
these extra students. The Board had no crystal ball and we made recommendations 
based on the information we had at the time. In a small town this is bound to happen 
periodically, even when the Board gives you the best information they have at the 
time of the meeting. This does not mean we like it. We don’t. 


On the whole, the decision to send grades four to six to Lisbon is working out well. 
Most of the feed back has been favorable. From watching the papers, we see many of 
our students making the honor roll and principal’s list. Our students work hard and 
should be commended. More important, the parents need to be commended for their 
support of the students and their backing and expectations. As a Board we expect the 
students to do their best to attain an education. We can offer a chance for a good 
education, but the student has to use the opportunity to ready themselves for the 
future. 


Many challenges face us. The biggest challenge is how to provide the basis for a good 
education to our students here at a price we can afford. The staff we have this year 
is doing an excellent job. We have had many good teachers over the years, Mrs. 
Godfrey is one of the best. We all owe her a vote for a job well done. The support staff 
work hard to supplement the basic program we offer. For this we say thank you. 


We expect no major changes next year. There is always the chance for something 
unforeseen. With this in mind, the budget has still taken a major jump, do mainly to 
the increase in the numbk_~ of tuition students and the cost of tuition. We are 
recommending a raise for the teacher. Even with this amount her salary is still 
considerably behind comparable teacher salaries in the area. The other costs of the 
Blue School have remained relatively stable. 


The Landaff School Board thanks everyone who has contributed to the school in 
various ways. You have made it easier for the teaching staff and for us. Again, thanks 
for your support.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I am pleased to submit my fourth Annual Report as Superintendent of Schools for 
White Mountains School Administrative Unit #35. The 1995-96 school year brought 
personnel changes in SAU #35 with the election of Gerry Benson as new principal in 
the Bethlehem School District while Maurice Stebbins began his principalship at 
Littleton High School / Daisy Bronson Middle School. I wish both new principals 
success in the White Mountains School Administrative Unit #35. 


We have continued to focus upon combining the market value of the six school 
districts and SAU #835 itself, to bid for services in a collaborative basis thereby gaining 
lower costs for each member school district. School Business Administrator Lewis 
Mello has been instrumental in securing lower costs for school districts. That 
successful goal creates additional dollars for direct education services! 


I am pleased to report our goal for the past three years to emphasize Mathematics 
education via staff development and curriculum writing has resulted in improved 
State of New Hampshire Curriculum Assessment Scores. 


The next SAU #35 focus will be an emphasis upon Science education in the 
elementary schools via federal / state funds where I perceive an obvious area that 
needs improvement! Teachers in the elementary schools need increased training in 
science education in order to transfer these needed content areas to all children. The 
secondary focus will be upon integrating Mathematics and Science education via 
technology in 1996-1997. 


I am very proud of Charles Thibodeau, Assistant Superintendent of Schools and the 
Littleton School Board for their efforts to adopt the "John Carver Model of School 
Board Policy Approach". I support their efforts and recognize that such important 
change is a difficult roll to fully achieve. I support the Littleton School Board 
completely in their initiative. 


Our SAU #35 PRIDE Program and additional Alternative School began 1995-1996 at 
a new facility which cost over $40,000 to renovate and begin operation. We have had 
a record of success in dealing with a very high risk population of students this year. 


The PRIDE Program / Alternative School Program provides an alternative for school 
districts from placing children "out of district" at six to ten times the cost! Member 
School Districts have really saved extensive payments to out of school placements 
while allowing students to be in their home / community.

I am pleased to present a budget for 1996-1997 which reduces every school district’s 
costs for services from SAU #35!! The facts demonstrate the SAU #35 Budget / 
Assessments to member School Districts is less than each of the past four (4) years.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF SPECIAL EDUCATION 


I am very pleased to present this, my third, annual report to the citizens of the 
Landaff School District. I enthusiastically welcome the challenges presented by every 
new school term. Those challenges are many: preschool; medically fragile; court 
involved; related services (occupational therapy, physical therapy, speech therapy, 
orientation and mobility); residential placements; and community collaboration. I 
believe this last challenge, community collaboration, presents the greatest potential 
for improving schools and cost effective use of resources. 


The Districts of SAU #385 are continuing their efforts to include all students in their 
neighborhood schools. Collaboration among all staff makes it possible to better serve 
all students. Inservice training opportunities made available through grant funding, 
help teachers hone their skills to meet the needs of students of all abilities. 


Continued development of the SAU #35 PRIDE Program has made it possible to bring 
two students back to their home communities from costly residential placement. These 
two placements alone would have cost the Districts $86,700 more if PRIDE had not 
been available. Preventing very few out-of-district placements makes the Districts’ 
efforts to build inclusive schools and communities cost effective. 


SAU #35 Districts are serving two hundred thirty six (236) students identified as 
having educational disabilities. Five (5) students are in residential programs and ten 
(10) students attend public schools outside of SAU #35. All but two of these students 
are in placements by order of the Court. Two hundred twenty one (221) students are 
served in their neighborhood schools. 


Currently we are collaborating with DCYF and White Mountain Mental Health and 
Developmental Services to develop residential alternatives in our communities. 
Potentially these alternatives could return at least six (6) of the fifteen (15) students 
from out of district. These six students currently cost the Districts in excess of 
$95,000. Even if this reduced the cost to the Districts’ by half, the money spent locally 
would also benefit all of our students by increasing local resources. 


I remain committed to servicing the students in SAU #35 communities. I welcome the 
challenges inherent in providing appropriate educational opportunities that benefit 
all students within the constraints of the Districts’ resources.

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TITLE I REPORT 


The Title I Program (formerly Chapter I) is serving students at Lakeway, Lafayette 
and Lisbon in reading, with Bethlehem receiving math services. There are a total of 
seven full and part-time staff working with students, and five who are Reading 
Recovery teachers. Twenty-two first grade students attended a Title I summer 
program that was held in Lisbon and Littleton. 


At the end of each school year, a Project Evaluation is completed and submitted to the 
Department of Education in Concord. By way of summary of our most recent data, 
Reading Recovery students showed an increase of 2.91 stanines in the Reading 
Recovery leveled text, whereas the Title I program students increased an average of 
.63 stanines. Recovery students increased 3.33 stanines in their writing vocabulary, 
and Program students increased .25 stanines. Data for the past two years has shown 
that students in Reading Recovery are making significantly greater gains than 
program students from years prior to Reading Recovery. 


A high percentage of parents, teachers and administrators have recognized program 
effectiveness via questionnaires. When asked, "How has Reading Recovery affected 
your child’s experience in school?", the parent replied, "It has helped his reading and 
his self-esteem; the days of "I am stupid’ are gone." A teacher responded that she 
observed that children participating in Reading Recovery, "become more confident, 
skilled readers. They teach the skills they've learned to other students." 


Critics of Reading Recovery believe it to be too costly and serves too few students. It 
is necessary to look at the savings to the tax payers in ten years and the number of 
students who do not require other services and/or drop out at the age of sixteen. With 
the cost of retention, special education, per pupil Title I cost, and the cost to society 
of students who drop out of school to society, it becomes cost effective. More important, 
students succeed. The Reading Recovery Program can save the SAU a minimum of 
$47,495.00 this year, based on the above mentioned costs and the number of students 
who are now in the program. This amount multiplied times the number of years 
before students reach the dropout age of sixteen, or ten years, shows that a significant 
impact can be made. 


Problem: $47,495. x 10 Years = $474,950. 


Can the program be improved? Could it become more cost effective? Is it helping 
improve the quality of education in the schools in SAU #35? YES. On going research 
both nationally and in the State of New Hampshire shows that it does work. 


Why does Reading Recovery work? The program was developed by looking at what 
good readers and writers do. It is supported by research of how children learn best 
and what constitutes a good literacy program. In addition to the year long training, 
there is on-going inservice training for Reading Recovery teachers. The teachers are 
always looking at and evaluating their work, attending classes, participating in college 
visits, and looking at changes they must make so that every Reading Recovery child 
reaches his/her potential in their journey to becoming READERS. As Project Manager, 
I welcome your calls, inquiries and visits.

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STUDENT ASSISTANCE PROGRAM REPORT 


Looking back at my first year as Coordinator for the Student Assistance Program, I 
am extremely pleased with the steps we have taken to make this program viable and 
visible. Thanks to some aggressive fund raising tactics, the program’s budget has 
increased from forty thousand to sixty-five thousand dollars for the 1995-96 school 
year. Staff hours jumped from 55 hours to over 90 hours per week. In August of 1995 
we relocated to the top floor of the old "Deacon’s Bench" building where we have 
implemented both a youth drop-in center and community service program. With our 
new identity we have been approached by numerous agencies in the area who are 
looking for an avenue by which to serve youth. Ammonoosuc Community Health, 
Friendship House, The North Country Y.M.C.A., and the Center for New Beginnings 
have all approached our program in hopes of collaborating on special projects. This 
kind of interagency effort is effective and crucial in a rural area such as Littleton. 


Our Student Assistance Program serves as a clearinghouse, providing information, 
services and referrals to youth concerning substance abuse, teen pregnancy, domestic 
violence, and related issues. Our objective is to identify and respond to the many and 
varied personal problems of today’s youth, and to provide or connect these youth with 
helping services. 


The services provided by our Student Assistance Program for the 1994-95 school year: 
included peer support groups for young people; self-esteem building through creative 
expression for all first grade students; community parenting programs and classes; 
fitness and educational groups for girls; skill building and cooperative activities for 
sixth graders; information and referrals for young people and their families regarding 
prevention and early intervention; and consultation and trainings for school staff. 
Main features of the past year’s program include: 

- Completion of an SAU wide needs assessment 


- Facilitation of over twenty peer support groups 


- Implementation of a community tutoring project which uses high school 
volunteers to tutor middle school students 


- Coordination of two Developing Capable People parenting skills courses 

- Implementation of the Pre-T-Fit (Prevention Through Fitness) program in 
two junior/senior high schools 

- Implementation of the S.T.A.R. Program (Students Acting Responsibly) for 
middle school students 

- Implementation of a middle school drop-in center 

- Continued services to all first graders, including the I Am Special esteem 
building program 
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: Coordination of numerous outdoor adventure activities including nordic and 
alpine ski trips, ice skating, and hiking. 


- Coordination of a community "street dance" to be organized by students 


- Coordination of two parenting workshops to be held throughout the SAU #35 
area 


- Monthly meetings of the Community Advisory Council and related sub 
committees 


Goals for the upcoming year include expansion of our program to become more 
community based, and community supported. SAU #35 certainly feels the effect of the 
North Country’s limited resources, and is committed to taking on the responsibility 
of providing services not only to students, but to the entire community. As in most 
rural communities, the school is the center of activity and plays a primary role in 
community outreach and education.
